BXTRAORDINARY RUN WITK MR. DEwwis's 
HOUNDS. 
(From our Limerick Correspondent.) 

THE mest on Tuesday, Jan. 6, wae at Gallagh, and before half tho fleld 
dreamt of such » thing the somewhat discordant notes of Meehan, posted 
perdue #t the extreme point of the cover, came down upon the breeze shrilly 
and harshly. After some delay the hounds were got out of cover, lifted st ee 
scont, and, setting to th, t away full ery for Bormingham. Rig 
heneath tho Kennel they, Rhodiola to the left, and turned into Sheepwalk, 
then wheeling Into the wind pressed on to the chapel of Cortoon, and crosaing 
the road pointed for Caranty ly right athwart the Rocky Vales, the low lying 
marshes, tho Intorvening valleys, the stunted brushwood, and the intricate 
network of stone walls to Hazlewood, leaving Ryohill a little to the right. 
‘Through the former they passed into ‘Jackson's farm, where the fences are 
all “Galway ones"-~Mentomes 4 aloppers.” Thence away racing they went 
to Lemanagh, and #o to Dunblayney; further on they crossed the Dunmore- 
road and entered Oloonbern, skirting along tho verges of the bog in the angle 
of which many got stuck in the ‘tacraluggar” and a very young sportsman 
got, man aud horse, en extempore plunge’ hath into the bluish black mud 
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of a fathomless bog hole. Through Cloonbern they toiled best pace for 
Oladdagh, and crossing the Moglough-road stretched away for the great 
Lake of Labally, hugging close its eastern shore. Clear of the lake the 
line of scent now lay over a cruel and desperate country, of which 
the towering fences of Mr. Finney’s, at Curraghereen, formed a con- 
atituent part Then at the same merciless pace struck out for Castlemoyle, 
over @ atill more terrible country—the nomenclature of which our topogra- 
phical knowledge enables us not to give. Through the village of Ballaghload 
they pressed on for Hillswood; but animal nature, however, will cry 
“ enough,” however good she may be, if Man, unreasonable and excited, presz 
her beyond the point. Several of the first flight riders having fallen one by one 
Sway, the field became exceedingly select. ‘Three fields short of Castlemoyle 
the scent was crossed by a long funeral procession, which caused a check ; 
again the scent is hit off, and clear of the village the hunt wound round for 
Bermingham by the margin of the intervening bog; it then wheeled off to the 
eaat Over the hills of Monacow, across the river, out by the mills past the road, 
and along the hills to Cortoonroe, through the partially reclaimed bog, and so 
to the. river bounding the territory of Gallagh. Here a formidable obstacle 
barred the vroute—a river 15ft wide. Two men take it in their stride, the first 
being the well-known Sam Patch; three atop short, their horses refusing the 
firat timo, but coming well over the second, and one finds himself in the middle 
of it “Who is that under his horee in the river?” inquires the master, 
looking back from the tail hounds, after having skimmed the water 
on Pop Off like a swallow on a summer's eve, “'Tis only Boulger taking 
in bilge water," observes the rider of. Jack Swipes, sailing quietly along, “ but 
he'll be'drowned.” “I shouldn't wonder,” 8ays'the other, but the pace is too good 
to afford help.” Back go the whole remaining fleld to seek a bridge some two 
miles off, and forward go the hounds and the water-jumpers for Gallagh, to 
the right of the Cortoon Chapel, on the hill, and straight for the new cover of 
Gallagh—one field short of which the gallant fox wore ship and trimmed his 
sails for Queensfort, then across the Lake of Beagh, as if for Kilclooney, when, 
turning into Brown's Grove, be took refuge in an open cowshed, and was saved, 
to the inexpressible delight of all, it being half-past three o’clock—after the 
moat extraordinary and long sustained run ever witnessed in this part of the 
country. The distance was variously estimated, but the minimum length was 
computed by those capable of forming a correct Opinion on the subject as cer- 
tainly more than twenty-five miles—time, three hours, including checks—over 
admittedly the most difficult and diversified country in the west of Ireland. 
We were glad to observe the County Club 80 ably represented in the persons of 
the Messrs, O’Kelley, Roche, and others, who can vouch, not for the 
accuracy, but the feebleness of our description of this unprecedented run, the

Indian, Louis Bennet, from Buffalo, or Deerfoot of the Snipe tribe, has unequi- 
vocally proved himself no charlatan, and has stampod him as something vastly 
superior to whatever has been imagined of him even in the best of company, 
—for he has beon antagonistic, let it be understood, against all the leading pro- 
fessionals of the present era. Tho match we are called upon now to notice 
was invested, we feel quite confident, with more than the usual interest and 
excitement, for late litigant proecedings at Worship-street Police Court, acd 
alluded to in our last, had created a strong impression upon the minds of 
racing public that the Hackney Wick far-famed pedestrian troupe and the 
George Martin Deerfoot partie, of equal celebrity in s ting circles, had, by 
means of such magisterial interterence, established quite as atrong and bitter 
rivalry as ever existed between the Montagues and Capulets of the 
olden time.

A strong body of police were in eee 
ance, and were indefatigable in their exertions to preserve order, althoug : 
some few slips occurred, as may naturally be supposed. At ten open oa 
threes o'clock, the men appeared on the course, the Indian attended yi 8 
backer, George Martin, Young White, of Gateshead, and Miles, the champ’ on 
walker. Deerfoot looked considerably more fit, 
as ‘the man and the hour,” than his lithe little 
opponent, for his very physical organization 
denoted untiring strength and endurance, 
exactly suitable tothe extremely heavy re 
of the track which had to be traversed. Milla 
was waited upon with the usual assiduity 
displayed by his friend Sam Barker. So 
strong was the apparent disparity of condition 
beiween the competitors that the betting 
speedily rose to 2 to 1 on Deerfoot; and we 
have every reasonable ground for believing that 
there was a fair amount of speculation. The 
referee having been chosen, W, Price, the M.C. 
of the ground, fired the starting piatol, and 
the men immediately bent for their timeful 
errand. Deerfoot pioneered the way with a 
careless gait of indifference, as if he was satting 
out for “the happy arora grounds. nepal 
at the top of his speed, he turned the ve 
mile, rather better than two yards in front, hs 
eleven under five.
